MY  DAD’S  HERO 


When  I  was  a  small  girl  growing  up  in  a  coal  mining  family  in  North  Central  West 
Virginia,  I  heard  the  name  of  John  L.  Lewis  about  everyday.  I  knew  he  had 
something  to  do  with  the  “union”  and  the  “mines”.  I  was  too  young  to  understand 
it  all.  As  I  grew  older  the  talk  still  went  on  around  our  supper  table  and  after 
supper  if  my  brothers  might  drop  by  or  a  coal  mining  friend  of  my  Dads.  It 
seemed  like  everyone  we  knew  worked  in  the  coal  mines.  All  of  our  relatives, 
friends  and  neighbors  were  coal  miners. 

I  finally  got  old  enough  to  know  that  John  L.  Lewis  was  the  President  of  the 
United  Mine  Workers  of  America  and  he  fought  hard  to  get  better  conditions  and 
better  wages  for  union  miners. 

He  was  my  Dad’s  hero.  Although  in  his  life  time  he  never  met  John  L.  Lewis.  He 
respected  and  admired  him  from  a  far,  for  standing  up  and  leading  the  United 
Mine  Worker  of  America  to  make  it  a  strong  union  A  union  that  would  fight  for 
the  rights  of  every  union  coal  miner. 

My  dad  started  working  in  the  mines  at  Consolidation  Coal  Company  -  Wyatt 
Mines,  Wyatt,  WV  when  he  was  16  years  old.  In  those  days,  I  have  been  told 
all  you  needed  to  work  in  the  mines  was  a  strong  back  and  the  incentive  to  work. 
As  time  went  on  coal  miners  realized  they  were  getting  minimal  wages  and  the 
coal  barons  were  reaping  the  big  profits. 

I  don’t  really  know  how  the  UMWA  got  started,  but  it  did  a  world  of  good  for  coal 
miners  and  their  families. 

I  can’t  remember  my  dad  getting  coal  scrip  for  his  pay,  but  I  am  sure  he  did.  I 
am  also  sure  he  worked  hard  for  his  pay.  He  worked  in  the  mines  all  his  adult 
life  and  died  in  1968  and  he  was  still  working  then  at  the  Consolidation  Coal 
Company  Mine  at  Fourstates,  WV 

If  I  travel  Interstate  79  North,  I  always  stop  at  the  Welcome  Center  in  Kirby, 
Green  County,  PA 

This  Welcome  Center  has  a  monument  of  John  L.  Lewis,  President  United  Mine 
Workers  Of  America  1920  - 1960.  Green  County,  Pennsylvania  has  proudly 
dedicated  this  monument  to  all  Coal  Miners.  On  the  front  of  the  monument  are 
the  names  of  the  thirty-seven  miners  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  U  S.  Steel-owned 
Robena  Mine’s  Frosty  Run  explosion  -  one  of  the  worst  mining  disaster  in 
Greene  County’s  coal  mining  history.  On  December  6,  1962,  the  explosion 
occurred  460  feet  directly  beneath  the  site  of  the  Welcome  center.  In  the  lobby 
of  the  Welcome  Center  you  will  find  a  mural  depicting  three  generation  of  miners 
in  the  working  section  of  a  coal  mine.  There  is  also  a  glass  case  displaying 
mining  artifacts  and  a  portrait  of  Richard  L.  Trumka,  President  of  the  United  Mine 
Workers  of  America  and  a  native  of  Nemacolin,  Green  County, PA. 
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If  you  should  ever  travel  Interstate  79  North  and  you  are  interested  in  Coal 

Mining.  Stop  by  the  Welcome  Center . you  will  be  amazed  how  interesting  it 

is. 


Though  John  L.  Lewis  is  now  gone  and  my  Dad  is  gone  also.  The  UMWA  is  still 
strong  today  as  it  was  in  my  Dad’s  day.  He  was  proud  of  the  union  and  what  it 
stood  for.  I  am  proud  that  I  came  from  a  Coal  Mining  Family  that  is  my  heritage. 
I  am  a  Coal  Miners  Daughter.

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INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  MAKING  FOILS: 
ANOTHER  REMINDER 

By:  Crawford  Blakeman,  Sr. 

While  there  are  several  ways  to  make  a  foil,  some  requiring  a 
moderate  amount  of  equipment,  they  can  also  be  simply  made.  Good 
foils  are  needed  by  the  New  Finds  Editor  to  get  the  proper  information 
for  publication  and  in  order  that  the  NSCA  have  a  nice  permanent 
record  to  refer  back  to  when  needed.  I  have  made  thousands  of  foils 
using  only  aluminum  foils  and  an  eraser.  Eberhard  Faber  #  400  eraser 
works  fine,  although  most  pencil  erasers  will  do.  I  use  a  medium  weight 
aluminum  foil.  The  lightweight  foils  make  the  finest  impressions,  but  are 
not  nearly  as  durable  as  heavier  foils.  Always  remember  to  fold  the 
bright  side  of  the  foil  around  the  token.  Placing  the  foil  in  a  2  X  2-paper 
holder  with  all  pertinent  information  will  be  much  appreciated. _
